‘RENTON, 


President Coolidge spoke Wednesday night at 
‘the Trenton celebration of Washington's nation- 
@aving victory there. He addressed himself to the 


Ristory of that battle, of the cause for which it 
was fought, and the consequences of the war in 
which it was so important. He then spoke of peace 
and of ways of preserving 

in the last few days there has developed a sharp 
division of opinion between Mr. Coolidge and the 
house committee on naval affairs. Congressman 
Butler, chairman of the committee, has expressed 
regret for his share in the scrapping of Ameri- 
ean ships under the Washington naval agreement. 
He regrets the loss of American strength and the 
accumulations of strength elsewhere, and he ad- 
Yecates a policy which will restore the navy by 
proper appropriations and building of ships. 

President Coolidge is opposed to this and his 
Trenton speech had a direct bearing on the issue, 
making plain the purpose of the administration 
to oppose the rebuilding and strengthening of the 
mavy. The notable part of the speech was in the 
President's statement that the United States 
should set an example to @he world by refusing 

engage in naval competition. .. . 

This approaches the ground taken by extreme 

disarmament influences ywhich have asked. for a 


bold peace move regardless of consequences, of- | 


fering a confident United States as an unarmed 
exemplar to the world. Mr, Coolidge qualified by 
paying that he was for the army and navy in their 
proper place and for strength s ent for ob- 
Yious needs as they might exist, but with’ the 
qualifications there; was still standing his idea that 
this country by a bold act should lead the way 
independently mto a future in which there would 
be mo war because no one would think of fight- 
ing one. He used the word “courage” as re- 
@uired for this step, and added: 1 

“TI believe that we are strong enough and brave 
enough to resist another domination of the world 
by the military spirit through our own independ- 
ent action.” | 


He said the relations of nations to each other if the United States were completely Giearmed 


were governed by fear whereas peace required 
that they have the courage to trust each other. 
It required the dominance of “benevolence, kind- 
Hness, charitableness, and good will.” 

There was much in Mr. Coolidge’s speech to re- 
miind the readers of it of President Wilson in 1914 
and until November; 1916, and of Mr. Bryan be- 
fore the shadow of war hurried him out of the 
department of state; There was a great deal to 
recall utterances which were abruptly stopped by 
the roll of drums. FF 

It also would occur to many readers to query if 
Mr. Coolidge in the historical referentes which 
‘preceded his statement of a formula of peace had 
wholly kept within the book. We doubt that Vir- 
ginia and Massachusetts colonists who were at un- 
ending war with the French of Canada to take 
amd bold American territory, whether there was 
peace or not fh Europe;>-were dragged into Euro- 
pean ware when otherwise they would have been 
at peace. We doubt also that after Trenton, Sara- 
toga, Cowpens, King’s Mountain, and Yorktown 
it was moral conviction that suddenly entered the 
Genaciences of George III. and his ministers and 
made them regret the cause in which they had 
wen on Long Island, Brandywine, Monmouth, Guil- 
ford Court House and other fields and made them 
egret the ravages of an unsuccessful war. 

The utimate success of moral urge was strangely 
connected with the ultimate failure of expensive 
generals and even then we believe Great Britain 
was broken’ but not contrite. It may be important 
to theat causes and consequences in this way to 
give a convincing effect to the power of moral 


unsuevessful would find terminable. 

In the Philippines we are holding as subjects a 
people who say they want freedom and to whom 
we have promised it. The reason the navy is 
operating in Nicaragua is because American éol}- 
lars are invested there in lumbering and other 
productive enterprises. Because of these invest. 
ments there are Amerigan citizens in the country 
and the navy lands men to protect their lives and 
properties. 

The easy way to make the navy unnecessary in 
Nicaragua is to junk these properties, pull out as 
much money as could be iaken out, and then the 
citizens will not have any reason for being there. 
They will come home and-the navy will not be 
needed. Citizens of some other country will step 
in, salvage as much of the old American property 
as they can and take over the resources and the 
inhabitants. They will be glad to do so. Although 
it will not be an American fleet there will be a 
fleet in Nicaraguan waters. — | 
Col. Carmi Thompson, having visited the Philip- 
pines, recommended to President Coolidge that the 
islands be retained because they are important to 
American commerce and industry. There is @ 
great field for American capital in the Philippines, 
but it will not go in unless it has assurance of 
protection. |

commereial and industrial advantages. We can 
continue to pay British taxes by buying British 
rubber for our tires.

Although the American navy is used to carry 


ment and the administration in Central America, 
in.the islands, and elsewhere, it is not in itself a 
provocative agency and it is not proposed that the 
Unite States make it such by a superbuilding 
program which would alarm other nations. 

‘We are not on the best of terms with Mexico 
and may be on worse, but it is not the navy which 
irritates the Mexicans. Mr. Kellogg’s notes do 
that and their acts ifritate him. We are unable 
ito betieve that if the United States gives the world 
an evidence of its good will by conspicyously not 
keeping up its naval strength, Mexico will then 
recognize that Mr. Kellogg is a just man asking 
for nothing which should not be freely extended 
by one nation to another. We do not believe that 


Mexico would be less of a danger to continued 
peace on this continent. We do not believe that 
American lives and property rights would then be 
safer. | | 
“Mexico does not pay much attention to Mr. 
Kellogg now and it has not paid much attention 
to any American secretary of state for a number 
of years, not because there is an American navy 
but in spite of its existence. Even at that, there 
still remains a feeling in Mexico that it might be 
reckless and foolish to force the United States into 
something more serious than another Vera Cruz 
expedition or another raid into Chihuahua.
